by the Red Sea, when they were al­ 
most captured by the Egyptians and 
it negated impossible to escape; and 
after they crossed the sea and saw the 
waters close in on the Egyptians, 
and theif dead bodies weftorlrtg every­ 
where on the sea and washing ashore 
on every wave, and after their forty 
years experience in the wilderness 
they never returned to Egypt any 
more. Sometimes they threatened to 
go back. 
And they would have gone 
back had here been any bridge over 
their past experiences. But God had 
detstroyed the fridge over which they 
crossed as soon as they were over. 
Knowing that they would otherwise 
return he fixed it so they would not.

ALABAMA’S RECORD IN KILLINGS ONE 
OF THE WORST YET 
Alabama may well feel a sense of pride and satisfac­ 
tion in being left of! the lynching record of the South­ 
ern States in 1924, not a single crime of mob violence be­ 
ing chargeable to the state u n c o r d in g th e Tuskegee In­ 
stitute report just related, but this gratifying showing It 
considerably marred by an unconscionable murder record, 
one of the worst listed fn the annals of crime being cre­ 
dited to tibe state. Thetv are no figures available showing 
just how many people were cut down by criminal acts dur­ 
ing the year, but Birmingham alone has already made 
confession to having piled up more murders and unlawful 
killings during the year than the whole of Great Britain. 
Birmingham has a population of 200,000, while 
Great 
Britain 
harbors 
more than forty million souls. The 
bad 
eminence 
achieved 
and excursion in 
criminality 
made by the Magic City must be a source of deep chagrin ^ 
to its good citizens and friends of law and order, but it 
would be an assumption altogether wide of the mark to 
credit Birmingham with all of the killings or even a mono­ 
poly of violations of ttai| one of God’s commandments in 
the state. 
The growing disregard of the law and loose respect for 
human life is not limited to any particular locality in the 
state or even the nation. The gravity of the homicidal 
mania and the necessity for its abatement is recognised 
pretty much all over tho country. 
The dally newspapers 
teen with stories of foul deeds and crimes of every im­ 
aginable description. W hat to do to curb the human pro­ 
pensity to kill and to flout the restraints which the state 
has . erected to safeguard society nobody seems to know, 
or just how to explain the general letting down of the 
human morale so universally noted does not come at the 
first bidding. 
But whatever the answer to thhr funda­ 
mental problem, everyone who has ears to Rear and eyes 
to see knows that the honor of the state and 
its 
good 
name and its status as a civilized.commonwealth depend 
upon its ability to command respect for the law and to 
administer justice, swift and impartial. 
Defiance of the 
laW, if it goes cm unchecked, will destroy the state and 
the republic itself.—Selma Times-Journal.
